T hk 5PEKCHKS of former President Herbert Hoover 
and Senator Robert A. Taft remind us again that 
then* are many points upon which the right and the left 
agree. With many of the assertions that Hoover and Taft 
mad/*, Stalin and Vishinsky are in accord. 

What is true of the left and the right is even more true 
of the extreme left and right. Such agreements between 
th#? ♦'Xlre.tncs are not aei’idcntsi: They arise from basic 
sitnilaritscs in (heir a)>])roachc% to human problems. 

One of those sifniiariliirs in approach is their common 
_Jiosl to hunijrn fro^oin^^and ^ rpmipon ..objectioU-lo 
the Uve*and*lcl4ive attitude of the great middle group of 
niodi*ratcf* toward the world. The basic similarity be* 
tuc*cn the extremes in this respect emphasizes the need 
for conc/irted action by the moderates. 

The extrenw; left is well organized. So is the extreme 
righj. The modcra(/*.«, that targe middle group whose 
jn/'iuU’rs are willing tn listen to different p<imts of view 
ati/l thim Ciutie In a mmdnsiaiK are not. This is not a 
new fact. I'he nioiJcrali's have never betni well organized. 
One of today^s problems is how to accomplish their or- 
ganizatioh* 

I should like to see the formation in this country of 
two effective organizations of moderates: a political party 
which will oppose reaction; and another group which will 
iGK>k for ways and means by which the West and the East 
can live in peace. Both groups, in order to be successful 
in the United States, must have two characteristics. To be*

gin willu they must dcciarje their independence, just as 
Yugoslavia has done, of the idea that all progress is to 
be identified with the policies of the Soviet Union. In the 
second place, in order to carry out such a declaration of 
independence, both groups must see to it that them are 
no Communists in their leadership. 

MODERATE POLICIES 

Those who advocate Communism in a capitalist ©oun- *■ 
try, as well as those who adv<»cale capitalism in a Com* 
jnunlst. country^jnay be^iodivlduals in rebellion against 
society. Such persons should not be selected for positions 
of leadership in progressive organizations if such organ* 
izdtioii« are to be effective. 

Moreover, Communists who lake the Cominform posi- 
tion will be unable, because of their adherence to dogma 
and their orientation toward the policies of the Soviet 
Union, to carry out the polici(?s of moderates such ns 
Ilejiry Wallace uud I and others like us. They should^ 
th#*reforc. not be asked to do so. 

The two organizations I have suggested should, if fms- 
sible, follow a course somewhere between that of Amer- 
icans for Democratic Action and the American Veterans 
Commiltiw, on the one hand^ and the Progressive part)* 
on the other.

tom?y Ceneral^ William Henry Cham- 
berlin, editorial contributor to the Wall 
Street Journal, Quincy Howe, former 
CBS news analyst and Owen Brewster, 
LL.B. *13, former senator from Maine. 

Mr. Rogge proposed viewing the 
situation with an historical perspective 
in an atten^pt to gain understanding of 
Russian culture and aims. Mr. Rogge 
explained that the Russians did not 
adopt CImstianity until 600 years after 
it came to the West. They assimilated 
their Christianity from the Byzantine 
East, where the Emperor reigned divine. 

Restricted Mobility 

Internal mobility was restricted by the 
^nstitution of serfdom which tied the 
peasants to the land, Rogge continued. 
Serfdom also prevented the rise of a 
middle class. There was no Renaissance 
DO Reformation, and perhaps the curtain 
still has not lifted. 

Our attitude towards Russia should 
be one of patience and understanding; 
we should not rush to put ourselves and 
all the world in a worse plight than now 
exists, Mr. Rogge concluded. 

Mr, Chamberlin, who was in Russia 
for 12 years as a correspondent for the 
Chnstuui Science himitor^ saw the 
threat as more immediate and more 
inimical to tlie United States. He 
viewed the Russian purpose as one 
negating spiritual values and leading to 
cruelty and oppression. The Russians, 
he said, are fostering, an .organized 
world-wide fiftli column movement aided 
by perverted idealists. 


Communism Elast ic ^ 
^QuiiTcy Howe pointed to the elasticity 
of Communism In molding itself to the 
situation before making its invasion. In 
America, the workers have lost their 
chains but a reign of terror and the very 
employing of Communist methods might 
well pave the way for Communist suo^ 
cess, he said. Americans who face Com- 
munism with Communist weapons and 
choose to see things in blacks and whites 
as our system against another, there bo- 
ng only two ways of life, present the 
freatest threat to the United States, Mr. 
lowe told the audience. 

I He advised that we use all of those 
who are ready to aid us, but it is non- 
sensical to attempt to impose our value 
system upon all 

The last speaker of the evening, for- 
mer Senator Brewster, viewed with 
great alarm the acquisition of 100 mil- 
hon people a year for the last seven 
years to the folds of Communism. He 
pointed out that a "theoretical Com- 
munism** advocating division of land and 
-^ealth, such as we had in our earlv
